Trumpets founding: Drums beating,Matches lighted at

both ends, Bullet in their mcuthes, and every Scu'dier 
32 charges of puwCder, match and bullet proportionable, 
with one peece of Orcnance, with equipage , and with 
bagge and baggage ro any place within 10 miles of Wat. 
lingford which the Goverrour {hall chcoſe, where (in 
regord His Mzjelty hath no Garriſon left open,nor Army 
neare) all their horſes and armes, except What are all. 
ed in the enſuing Articles, ſhall be delivered up to ſuch 
as his Excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax ſhall appoint, all 
the Souldiers ſhall be disbanded, and all ſuch both Of. 
cers, Souldiers, and others as ſhall ingage themſclycs by 
promiſe never to bear armes againſt the Parliament,ror to 
doe any thing wil.fully to the prejudice of their affaires, 
during their, avode in the Parliaments quarters,ſhall have 
the benefit ob the enſuing Articles; That is to fay; 

3. That all ſuch as ſhall deſire to goe to their homes 
or private freinds (who ſhall not be prejudiced fer re- 
cceiving them) ſhall have the Generals paſſe and proteQi- 
on for cheir peaceable repaire to, and abode at the ſeve- 
rall places they ſhall fo defire to goe unto; The Gover- 
nour, Officers and Gentlemen to paſſe with Equipage of 
horſes and armes anſwerable to their preſent and paſt 
Commands, or qualities; and all both Officers, Souldi- 
ers, and others, to paſſe with bagge and baggage, and 
the Troopers onely with their (words, and their bagge 
and baggage. 

4- Thar all fuch (if there be any) who ſhall defire to 
take entertainement for Forrajgne ſervice, ſhall have 
paſſes for their Officers ({ not exceeding foure) with 
their hories, and two ſervants a peece, to goe to London 
to treat with any Forraigne Ambaſſadour or Agent for 
entertainement, and all of them ſhall have liberty and 
paſies to march (the Officers with Equipage of Horſes 
and Armes properly their owne and an{werable to their 
preſent and paſt Commands, the Common Souldiers 
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with their ſwords, and all with Bagge and Baggage) to 
the quarters neere unto Harwich or Southampton, or to 
any Port betweene them to be tranſported where they 
ſhall be aſſiited in the procuring of vefſells and ſhipping 
for their tran{portation at the uſuall rates accuſtomed for 
traight by the Governour of the next Garriſon or Pore 
towne, who ſhallalfo rake care for their ſzfety and ac+ 
commodation with quarters,untili ſhipping be provided, 
and weather ſeaſonable, they paying for the ſame after 
ewenty eight dayes from the render. 

5+ That all the perſons now 1n Walingford(not being of 
the Souldicry of the Garriſon) ſhall have liberty and 
protection for their perſons and goods to ſtay in the 
Towne of Wallingford one Month after the rendring (if 
they deſire it) a to have the Generalls p:fle and 
proteQion,as others going out at the rendring upon the 
like engagement; and that any perſon whatſoever (who 
being ficke or wounded, cannot at preſent remove} 
ſhall bave liberty to ſtay till they be recovered or able 
ro g0e away, and ſhall have fit accommodation and ſub- 
filtance provided for them, dureing ſuchtheir ſtay, and 
then ſhall enjoy the benefic of theſe Articles. 

6. Thatno perſon whatſoever comprized in this ca= 
pitulation ſhall be reproached, reviied, affronted, plun- 
dered,or injured in their march, rendezvouſe,or quarters, 
Journies,or places of abode, by theſe Articles allowed, 
nor ſhall be compelled to beare Armes,nor be impriſoned 
reſtraineJ, ſued, moleſted, or damnified, for any matter 
whatſoever of publike or private concernement,relate- 
ing co the preſent Warre, the matter or grounds thereof 
ariſcing before the rendring of the Garriſon, during the 
ſpace of ſix-months after the rendring thereof, nor be 
compelled to take any Oathes or other Engagements: 
then. what is mentionedin the ſecond Article, during rhe 
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(4) 
time of fix monrhs, and to have liberty dureing the ſaid 
time to travell abont their lawſall zFiires, 

7. That all horſes and other goods now in Wal:ng. 
ford taken as lawfull prize of Warre, or properlybelong. 
ing tothe Governour or Otfcers of the Garriſon before 
or dureing the ſiege thall be continued inthe poſi:Mon 
of the preſeat poſicffors, except fach as are to be deliver. 
ed up by the tenor of theſe Articles. 

8. That fuch houſhold-(iuf: and goods now in Wal. 
lingford,as (hall appeare to the Generall or ſuch as he 
ſhall depure for that purpoſe,to have becne burrowed, 
by any Otiticer or Gentleman in the Garriſon for their 
uſe and accommodation inthe Garriſon ſhall be reſtored 
backe to the owners. 

9. Thatif any perſon or perſons ſhall wilfully violate 
theſe Articles in any part, the guile thereof (hall be im- 
pared to ſuch perſon or perſons ory, and ſhall not pre- 
judice any other nor ating or conſenting to the ſame. 

10, That the Governour and 2 more ſuch Oiticers 
and Gentlemen as he ſhall name, ſhall have paſſes from 
the Generall for themſelves, with two ſervants apeece, 
their horſes, ſwords, pitto!sand necefſaries to'go to the 
King rogive him an accompt of the ſaid Garriſon, ard 
ro returne to their homes, or freinds : and that five 
weekes ſhall beallowed for this journey, which ſhall not 
be reckoned any part of the ſix months mentioned inthe 
ſixch Article, but heand they ſha} be allowed ſix months 
after the-end of the ſaid five weckes. 

/11. That no Officer, Souldier, or other perſon who 
by the Articles are ro march out of the Caſtle or Towne 
of Wellmmgford, (or that march in) ſhall plunder,ſpoyle, 
or injure any inhabitant or other perſon therein, in their 
pertons, goods, oreſtates, or Cary away any thing that 
1s properly belonging to any of them, 

22. That all perſons comprized within theſe _—

ſhall peaceably and quietly enjoy all their goods, debts, 
and moveables during the ſpace of fix monthes after the 
rendring, and (hall have liberty within the ſaid ſpace (if 
they ſhall.refolve to goe beyond the Seas) to diſpole of 
their (aid goods, debts and moveables, and to depart 
the Kingdome with the ſame as they ſhall thinke fir and 
deſire,and ſhill have paſſes for their Tranſportation ac- 
cording!y from his Excellency. 

13+ Thatall perſons comprized within theſe Articles 

ſhall apon requeſt have a Certificate under the hand of 
the General}, or ſuch as he ſhall appoint, that ſuch per- 
ſons were in the Caſtle or Towne of Wallingford at 
the time of the rendring, and are to haye the bencfic of 
theſe Articles, 

14. That the Towneſmen and Inhabitants of the 
Towne of Walingford ſhall. not be troubled or queſtio- 
ned for any thing ſaid or writtenby any of chem,nor the 
Corporation thereof prejudiced for any thing done by 
any of them by expreſle Command fince it was a Garri- 
fon,and that they ſhall have the benefit of theſe Articles 
in all things that may concerne them. 

15. That Maſter Fohn Chamberlize of Sherbourne ſhall 
have the bencfic of theſe Articles.
